Fel- 
low Citizens, turn your mind’s eye 
back to the time when our glorious 
Declaration of American Independence 
was declared. Thomas Jefferson, en 
eminent Statesmin and scholar was 
the author of that admirable document. 
He was a Virginiau by birth and a 
slaveholder, but could not find it 
in his heart to take sides with the op- 
pressor. Hence he gave vent to the 
manly instincts of h.s soul, when he 
spoke to the tyrant King of Great 
Britain in the following bold lan- 














uage:— 
‘‘We hold these truths to be sel 
evident that allmen are created free 
and equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights; among which are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness.” This 
declaration was ratified and signed by 
56 or 7 of the revolutionary fathers on 
the 4th day of July, 1776. Twelve 
years afterwards, in 1788, .and the 
Constitution of the United States was 
adopted; but before this was finally ac- 
complished a warm discussion arose on 
the slavery question, and so imbued 
were the men of those times with the 
spirit of the revolution that they 
would not, nor did not acknow- 
ledge slaves in the National instrument 
as property. This clinches the much 
contested truth beyond the power of 
successful cavil, that Congress that 
framed the Constitution and laid the 
corner stone of this Union was anti- 
slavery in feeling and principle. 

Up to 1829, notwithstanding this 
great truth, no very great efforts had 
been made against slavery inthe States, 
and its concomitant evils. The coast-
